The Republicans held their State 
onvention in Hartford the other day 


and nominated a State ticket which 


ley regard as the strongest they have 
laced in the field for many years past.

faction; but the plaintiff refused to re 
ceive the amount, claiming interest alsc 
on the $15,000 for the eighteen month 
since the recovery of 'he judgment, am 
commenced the action referred to in 
the Chronicle.

Out of tbe confederated btates it made a sov- 
ereign nation. Some powers are denied to the 
lation, while others are retained b> the statue; 
but the boundary between the powers delegated 
and those reserved is to be determined by Na- 
tional and not by State tribunals.

[ate of the intelligence in the several States, and 
:he destiny ol the nation must be guided, not by 
the genius of any one ntato, but by the average 
genius of a'l. 


PBOFOSXD COMBTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 


Fomik-Tba Constitution wisely forbids Con- 


gress to make any law respecting an extabllHh 
mentof religion, but it is idle to hope that the 
nation can be protected against the influence of 
sectarianism, while each Slate is exposed to Its 
particular domination. 
We therefore rccom 


iiend that the Constitution be BO amtlided as to 
lay some prohibitions upon the legislature of 
»acb State, and to forbid tbe appropriation of 
the public funds to tbe support of sectarian 
schools. 


DUTIES (IF THE DAY. 


Fifth—We reaffirm the belief avowed in 1876, 


that the duties levied for tbe purpose of reve- 
nues should so discriminate a.' to favor Ameri 
can labor.' That no further grant of tbe public 
domain should be made to any railroad or other 
corporation. That slavery, having perished' in 
the Suites, its twin barbarity, polygamy, must 
die in the Territories. That everywhere the pro- 
tection accorded to a citizen of American lirtu 
iiust be secured to citizens by American adop- 
tion 
That it is tlie duty of Congress to develop 


and improve our watercourses and harbors, but 
we insist that lurther subsidies to private per- 
sons or corporations must cense. Th»t the obli- 
gations to the men who preserved its integrity 
n tbe day of btutle are undiminisbed by the 
lapse of lifteeu years since their final victory. 
Tlieir perpetual honor is and Hhull forever be 
the grateful privilege and the sacred duty of the 
American people
